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INTRODUCTION TO 
SELECT DRIVE 


One of the most exciting of all the benefits that comes 
with owning and driving a 1982 Eagle automobile is 
Select Drive — the unique full-time 4-wheel drive system 
with an optional 2-wheel drive economy mode. 


With Select Drive, the engine output is transmitted 
through a transfer case to deliver power to all four wheels 
— allowing the front wheels to literally pull the vehicle, 
while the rear wheels push. This combination of pulling 
and pushing provides that special 4-wheel traction that 
takes a 1982 Eagle through mud, snow and sand, and 
even to some of those less accessible spots off the beaten 
path. 


The superior traction of a 1982 Eagle with 4-wheel drive 
meets everyday marginal driving conditions head on — 
rain-drenched blacktop, snow-drifted highways, slippery 
curves, or loose gravel. 


But with Select Drive, there’s more. Special disconnect 
mechanisms have been engineered into the transfer case 
and front axle assembly. Through a small two position 
switch located on the instrument panel, the driver can 
disengage the front drivetrain to transfer all power to the 
rear wheels for improved fuel economy, in town or on 
the open highway. 


Now, the driver of a 1982 Eagle automobile can select 
the operating mode that best meets the weather and driv- 
ing conditions — full-time 4-wheel drive for improved 
stability, increased traction and added pulling power or 
2-wheel drive for improved fuel economy. 


A FULL-TIME SYSTEM 


Select Drive is unlike conventional part-time 4-wheel 
drive systems. Its uniqueness lies in its basic design as a 
full-time 4-wheel drive system. In contrast, most part- 
time systems are essentially 2-wheel drive vehicles with a 
4-wheel drive capability added on. 


As a full-time system, Eagle’s Select Drive can perform in 
a number of situations which are not recommended for 
most part-time 4-wheel drive systems. These include the 
following: 


Driving in 4-wheel drive at highway speeds on dry 
pavement for unlimited distances. 


¢ Driving from ice or snow-covered secondary roads 
onto a dry main highway without having to shift from 
4-wheel drive to 2-wheel drive. 


¢ Driving in and out of rain and snow showers without 
leaving 4-wheel drive. 


¢ Driving from dirt roads to paved roads repeatedly, 
without shifting back and forth between 4-wheel and 
2-wheel drive. 


e Driving in 4-wheel drive during the entire winter 
season without worrying about damage or excessive 
wear to tires or drivetrain components. 


And with Select Drive there’s no need to leave the vehicle 
to engage or disengage a manual locking hub system. 
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SELECT DRIVE 4-WHEEL 
DRIVE VS. CONVENTIONAL 
4-WHEEL DRIVE SYSTEMS 


Every conventional automotive drivetrain includes a dif- 
ferential in the driving axle(s). The purpose of this is to 
allow the two driving wheels on the axle to turn at dif- 
ferent speeds, such as when the outside wheel must 
make more revolutions and turn faster than the inside 
wheel during a turning maneuver. Without a differential, 
the two wheels would tend to fight each other as they 
were forced to follow paths that weren’t exactly equal. 
Irregular road surfaces, unevenly distributed loads or 
unequal tire pressure could bring about this conflict be- 
tween the wheels. And that could lead to high wear rates 
on tires and drivetrain components. 


Another characteristic that is common to many conven- 
tional differentials is that they tend to apply the most driv- 
ing torque to the wheel that has the least traction. If a 
vehicle has one driving wheel on a slippery surface, such 
as ice, snow, mud or a slick patch on wet pavement, that 
wheel will get the most power and will spin uselessly, 
while the wheel with good traction remains stationary. 


One way to improve traction in a 2-wheel drive vehicle is 
to add a limited-slip differential which directs most of the 
driving torque to the wheel with the better traction. But 
that doesn’t always solve the problem — if both drive 
wheels are on a slippery surface, the vehicle can’t move. 


With 4-wheel drive comes the advantage of being able to 
transmit driving torque to both the front and the rear ax- 
les. In difficult situations, each wheel then has to con- 
tribute only a portion of the needed traction. And 
because there is no differential action between the front 
and rear axles of most 4-wheel drive systems — in effect, 
they are “locked” together and rotate at the same 
average speed regardless of traction — one wheel on a 
slippery surface will not dissipate all the driving torque 
uselessly. 


But because the rotational speeds of the front and rear 
axles are seldom the same, even on smooth and straight 
pavement, this “locked” relationship between the two ax- 
les can bring about problems when traction is good — 
such as tires scrubbing on the road surface, tire wear due 
to slippage, and a considerable build-up of stresses in the 
drivetrain, to name a few. AMC’s exclusive Select Drive 
allows the front and rear axles to rotate at different speeds 
under certain conditions to eliminate these problems. 


In conditions demanding maximum limited-slip action, 
Eagle’s front and rear driveshafts are not literally “locked” 
together. Loss of traction at one wheel brings the slip- 
limiting characteristics of the system into play, causing 
drive torque to be transferred to the axle with the greatest 
traction. 


The result is the ultimate in roadability and driver con- 
venience. Driving power is delivered to all four wheels all 
of the time through a unique controlled-slip differential in 
the transfer case. Coupled to this differential are the rear 
driveshaft and front driveshaft, each driving its respective 
axle and wheels through conventional front and rear axle 
differentials. 


The Select Drive system is more effective in a 4-wheel 
drive vehicle than other 4-wheel drive systems where 
there is a conventional “open” differential between the 
driveshafts. With “open” differential systems, the loss of 
traction at one wheel results in no torque being delivered 
to the other wheels, since it is the nature of the open dif- 
ferential to deliver power to the driveshaft with the least 
resistance — the one that’s slipping. 


But with Eagle Select Drive, the loss of traction at one 
wheel activates the slip-limiting characteristics of the 
transfer case, causing drive torque to be transferred from 
the axle that’s slipping to the axle that has the best trac- 
tion. 
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MAJOR COMPONENTS OF 
SELECT DRIVE 


The basic function of the Select Drive system is to permit 
the sophisticated full-time 4-wheel drive powertrain of the 
Eagle to be operated in a 2-wheel drive mode at the op- 
tion of the driver. 


The system includes two additional drivetrain com- 
ponents, a disconnect mechanism within the transfer case 
and a disconnect mechanism in the front axle assembly. 
Both devices are controlled by a single instrument panel- 
mounted switch through a system of vacuum devices. 


The transition from 4-wheel drive to 2-wheel drive is ac- 
complished as follows: 


e The transfer case disconnect mechanism acts to 
disengage the front drivetrain sprocket, allowing 
torque to be transferred to the rear driveshaft, while 
the front output shaft is disengaged. 


e Then the disconnect mechanism in the front axle 
assembly releases the major elements of the front 
drivetrain to permit the front wheels to rotate 
passively. 


Improved fuel economy results when operating in the 
2-wheel drive mode since most of the major front 
drivetrain components are stationary. 


THE TRANSFER CASE SHIFTER 


The transfer case disconnect mechanism which serves to 
interrupt torque transfer to the front drivetrain is vacuum- 
activated and responds to movement of the Select Drive 
switch on the instrument panel. 








TRANSFER CASE 
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At the flick of the switch, a spline clutch — located on the 
transfer case main shaft — slides rearward to engage, or 
disengage the front drivetrain sprocket. The front output 
shaft, chain and sprockets remain stationary while torque 
is transferred to the rear driveshaft. 


THE FRONT AXLE DISCONNECT 


In the 2-wheel drive mode, the front drivetrain is released 
from 4-wheel drive operation by the vacuum actuated 
disconnect mechanism built into the front axle. This ac- 
tion, when combined with the action of the transfer case 
disconnect mechanism, brings the energy absorbing com- 
ponents in the front drivetrain to rest. These components 
include the chain and sprockets in the transfer case, the 
front driveshaft, and the ring gear and pinion in the front 
axle.

However, not all front drivetrain components are releas- 
ed in the 2-wheel drive mode. The half shafts and dif- 
ferential side gears continue to turn with the front wheels. 
These components, turning freely under no load, repre- 
sent a negligible energy loss. Moreover, the Eagle half 
shafts are similar to those used on other modern front- 
wheel drive passenger cars, and are specially engineered 
for long life in constant rotation. 
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TRANSFER CASE 


The transfer case is the component in the 4-wheel drive 
system that splits engine power and directs it to the front 
and rear axles.

4-WHEEL DRIVE TRANSFER CASE 
WITH SKID PLATE 


All American Eagles with Select Drive use the New Pro- 
cess 129 Automatic transfer case for full-time 4-wheeling. 
The NP 129 was first introduced in 1981 American 
Eagles as something completely new to the market. 


It’s unique in that it utilizes a single high range speed with 
an inter-axle differential that uses a viscous silicone 
material (with a consistency similar to molasses) between 
two stamped discs. Torque from the transmission is 
delivered straight through to the rear axle and is delivered 
to the front axle by a drivechain. 


The viscous coupling is interposed between these two 
drive sections and acts as a limited-slip differential when 


the front and rear driveshafts rotate at slightly different 


speeds (as they do in a turn). The greater the difference 
between the rotational speeds of the driveshafts, the 
greater the viscous fluid’s limited-slip action.

The heart of the system, the viscous drive silicone fluid, is 
made to withstand high operating temperatures. Also 


made to withstand high temperatures, technically ad- 
vanced seals made from Viton and Teflon are used on 
the transfer case. 


What all this means is that when the transfer case is work- 
ing hard, and the internal temperature of the transfer case 
rises due to friction, the NP 129 keeps on working 
smoothly and efficiently. 


The selection of the 2-wheel drive/full-time 4-wheel 
drive operating mode is obtained through a vacuum 
motor which is mounted externally to the transfer case. 
This motor actuates an external lever which is connected 
to a lever assembly inside the transfer case. When ac- 
tivated, the lever assembly causes the shift fork assembly 
to slide forward or rearward to engage 2-wheel drive or 
4-wheel drive.

The New Process 129 Transfer Case is used only on 
American Eagles. It provides optimum distribution of tor- 
que between the front and rear driving axles to help en- 
sure that the wheels establish sure footing even under the 
most difficult road and weather conditions. 
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HOW TO USE SELECT DRIVE 
OPERATING SUGGESTIONS 


American Eagles are suitable for light off-road use. They 
are not intended for cross-country travel over rough ter- 
rain where there are no trails at all. They are designed to 
be a superior mode of travel in just about any other 
reasonable driving situation. 


The following information is provided to serve as general 
4-wheel drive operating information for readers who may 
be considering entering the “4-wheeling” world for the 
first time. It is not intended to replace specific instruction 
provided in the Eagle Owner’s Manual or other author- 
ized literature. 


SELECTOR SWITCH 





SELECTING THE OPERATING MODE 


Through the two-position switch mounted on the lower 
instrument panel the driver can choose between the 
4-wheel drive and 2-wheel drive operating modes. When 
the switch is moved to the right, all four wheels are ready 
to provide maximum traction and pulling power. When 
the lever is moved to the left, the front drivetrain is 
disengaged, and all power is transferred to the rear 
wheels for improved fuel economy. 


When changing operating modes, the driver must first 
bring the vehicle to a complete stop before activating the 
selection switch. To prevent accidental movement of the 
control, a specially-designed release pin has been 
engineered into the Select Drive Mode Selector. This pin 
must be pulled downward before the selector lever can be 
moved to the desired mode. 
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GENERAL OFF-ROAD DRIVING 


At the very minimum, there are three driving fundamen- 
tals every driver should consider before venturing into 
rough country. The first basic rule of driving safety 
anywhere — fasten seat belts securely. Second — hold 
the steering wheel on the outside of the rim and keep 
fingers away from the wheel spokes because rocks, ruts 
and changes in terrain can result in abrupt steering wheel 
motions. Finally, avoid overconfidence — there are con- 
ditions that are impassable, even with a 4-wheel drive 
vehicle. When faced with this problem, it’s usually best to 
back out instead of trying to turn around. 


DRIVING IN SAND 


When driving in sand or soft dirt, the important thing to 
remember is to keep moving steadily, but not too fast. 
The vehicle should be aimed as straight as possible across 
the soft area. Sharp turns, excessive power, and abrupt 
changes in speed should be avoided. 





DRIVING IN MUD 


Maintaining momentum is the key to getting through 
mud. Here, driving power is more important than speed. 
The transmission should be shifted into a lower gear 
before entering the mud area. If possible, following 





cae 





existing vehicle tracks through the mud is recommended. 
Otherwise, the driver should attempt to go through with 
an even speed and a straight course. After leaving the 
mud, any residue should be cleaned off the tires and 
driveshafts to prevent a serious unbalanced condition. 


DRIVING OVER ROCKS 


For driving over rocks, the key word is SLOW! The 
transmission should be kept in low gear. The vehicle 
should c-r-a-w-] up and c-r-e-e-p down rocks. If there’s a 
choice between letting a large rock pass under the vehicle 
or driving a wheel directly over it, it’s best to put the 
wheel directly on it to keep it from “high-centering” the 
vehicle (hanging up the vehicle with one or more wheels 
off the ground) or damaging vital underbody com- 
ponents. The clutch (with manual transmission) should 
remain fully engaged so engine compression will help 
ease the vehicle down a rock slowly. With an automatic 
transmission, brakes should be used to do likewise. 


DRIVING ON HILLS AND SLOPES 


Most hills and slopes, can be conquered with proper driv- 
ing techniques. One important rule is to never attempt to 
angle across the face of a steep hill — take it as nearly 
straight up and straight down as possible. A vehicle at an 
angle on a slope is in danger of losing traction and slipp- 
ing sideways with the possibility of tipping over. 


Hills and slopes call for a low gear selection with either 
the manual or automatic transmission, depending upon 
the conditions of the slope. If an attempt is unsuccessful, 
the vehicle should be driven (never allowed to coast) 
backward down the hill in its original upward tracks. If 
successful, speed should be reduced as the crest is reach- 
ed. The best way down the other side may not be in line 
with the best way up. 


Sudden braking should be avoided when descending a 
hill. The engine can be used for braking by shifting to low 
gear with either the manual or automatic transmission. 
Rapid pumping of the brake pedal will help to slow the 
vehicle and still maintain steering control. 


DRIVING OFF-ROAD ON SNOW 


Snow is probably the most difficult and deceptive of all 
off-pavement surfaces because it doesn’t necessarily con- 
form with the terrain it covers. Here again, a lower 
transmission gear is recommended. Speed should be 
slow, but momentum should be maintained. 


If the vehicle begins to bog down, a gentle increase in ac- 
celerator pressure may improve the situation. If it 
becomes obvious that the vehicle won’t be able to keep 
moving through the snow, the wheels should be allowed 
to roll to a stop in as straight a line as possible. The 
smoother and straighter the stop, the less the wheels are 
apt to dig in — and the less the driver will have to do to 
dig out. 
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UNIQUELY BUILT FOR 
FULL TIME OPERATION 


Most of the components of the new Select Drive four: 
wheel-drive system were designed for and tested in the 
original Eagle. They were designed for full-time operation 
— not part time. That's because Eagle Select Drive is full- 
time four-wheel-drive that has an economy two-wheel 
mode, and NOT a two-wheel drive with emergency or 
part-time four-wheel-drive capability. 


The Select Drive system’s transfer case has a unique 
torque biasing capability which gives power where you 
need it, when you need it. 


SIMPLE THEORY — 
SIMPLE FUNCTION 


Select Drive’s theory is simple: dis 
connect as many of the front wheel / 
drive components as possible in/ 
two-wheel-drive mode, with as 
little effort as possible. 
Disconnecting the components / 
means they cease to use / 
energy, thus increasing 
the fuel mileage available 
without decreasing the 
vehicle's utility. This is accomplished in the following I

¢ A vacuum switch mounted on the instrument panel 
controls operation of the system.

The switch has a 2WD/4WD selector, and a locking 
button that must be operated before the selector can 
be moved. 


e The Select Drive mode selector switch connects 
engine vacuum to special Select Drive components in the 
transfer case and front axle assembly. 


¢ Two dual-chamber vacuum mechanisms operate 
levers in the transfer case and the front axle. The levers 
sequentially engage and disengage two clutches that allow 
power flow to the front axle - 
one in the transfer case and 
one in the front axle assembly, 















Disengaging 4WD. Applying 
vacuum to the inner chamber 
of the vacuum mechanism 
causes it to move a lever that’s 
connected to a sliding spline 
clutch in the transfer case. The 
clutch slides rearward locking the 
mainshaft, fluid differential and rear 
output shaft together providing direct 
drive to the rear axle, but disengaging 
the chain sprocket that powers the front axle 
driveshaft. 


In the front axle, applying vacuum to the outer chamber 
of the vacuum mechanism pulls inward on the shift rail, 
which disengages the spline clutch from the inner and 
outer halves of the right axle shaft. This causes the outer 
end of the axle shaft to be able to rotate independently of 
the inner half. 





Engaging 4WD. Applying vacuum to the outer chamber 
of the vacuum mechanism in the transfer case reverses 
the process, disengaging the spline clutch from the 
transfer case mainshaft, fluid differential, and rear output 
shaft, and allowing the front drive chain sprocket to apply 


torque to the front axle driveshaft. 


Applying vacuum to the inner chamber of the vacuum 
mechanism in the front axle locks the inner and outer 
ends of the axle shaft together.

Neither 
the chain nor the front drive shaft are being turned by 
the engine. 


e Reduced friction drag because fewer front drive 
components are being tuned by the front wheels. When 
the front axle clutch disconnects one axle shaft from its 
wheel, the differential senses what seems to be a loss of 
traction to that wheel. Because of its design, it tries to 
reduce power to the other wheel to match. The effect is 
almost the same as disconnecting both front axle shafts. 
The only parts turning are the axle shafts and the 
differential side gears — with negligible friction losses. 
The power-consuming driveshaft, and the ring and pinion 
in the front axle are not turning.

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INTRODUCTION 


Standard on all 1982 AMC Spirit, Concord and Eagle 
models is a thrifty 2.5 liter 4-cylinder engine with a two- 
barrel, carburetor of down-draft design. Optional on 
Spirit, Concord and Eagle models is a lightweight, fuel- 
efficient 4.2 liter 6-cylinder engine. 


2.5 LITER 4-CYLINDER ENGINE 


The 2.5 liter 4-cylinder engine has a crossflow cylinder 
head, five main crankshaft bearings, hydraulic valve tap- 
pets, conventional ball socket valve rocker arms, a cam- 
shaft that is gear driven directly from the crankshaft and a 
water heated aluminum intake manifold, 





CYLINDER HEAD 


The cast iron cylinder head is designed to provide a com- 
pression ratio of 8.2:1. It is cast with individual intake and 
exhaust ports for each cylinder. In the crossflow design, 
the intake ports are located on the right side of the engine 
and the exhaust ports on the left side to improve engine 
breathing and fuel flow characteristics. 


CYLINDER BLOCK 


The cylinder block is manufactured from cast iron and 
has 4 in-line cylinders. The cylinders are completely en- 
circled by coolant jackets. Five main bearings support the 
crankshaft, which is retained by recessed bearing cups 
that are machined with the block for proper alignment 
and clearances. 
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INTAKE AND EXHAUST MANIFOLD 


The intake manifold is cast aluminum and has a single 
level design. A cast passage in the manifold allows engine 
coolant to pass through to use the heat from the hot 
coolant to warm-up the manifold. 


To maximize water flow through the intake manifold dur- 
ing warm-up, a ‘jiggle pin” has been placed in the normal 
recirculation hole in the thermostat to ensure complete 
initial coolant fill of the engine. 


The water-heated intake manifold helps to improve 
engine warm-up and aids in minimizing high temperature 
“hot soak” carburetion problems. 


The exhaust manifold is made of cast nodular iron and is 
equipped with a heat shield to route heated air to the air 
cleaner for better fuel vaporization. 


VALVE TRAIN 


The valve train is of the push rod type. Motion is transmit- 
ted from the camshaft through the hydraulic valve tappet 
and push rod to the rocker arm. The rocker arm pivots on 
its ball and transmits the camshaft motion to the valve. 


CRANKSHAFT 


The crankshaft is of cast nodular iron and is supported by 
five main bearings. Number five bearing is the thrust 
bearing. 


4.2 LITER 6-CYLINDER ENGINE 


The 1982 4.2 liter 6-cylinder engine is an in-line, 
lightweight, overhead valve engine. The engine features 
a quench-head design. The combustion chamber shape, 
both in the head and the piston crown, compresses the 
combustion mixture closer to the spark plug for greater ig- 
nition timing advance for better fuel economy. 


The weight reducing features of the engine include: 


Lightweight cylinder block. 
Lightweight cylinder head. 
Lightweight crankshaft. 

Aluminum oil pump housing. 
Aluminum water pump housing. 
Aluminum intake manifold. 
Nylon/glass fiber cylinder head cover. 














ENGINES 








OVERHEAD VALVE DESIGN 


Overhead valve design permits large diameter intake and 
exhaust valves for better engine vureathing. Full-length 
water jackets provide good cooling. Rocker pivots of 
sintered iron provide for reduced wear. Both the cylinder 
head and cylinder block are made of machined cast iron 
for increased durability. 


Hydraulic valve lifters compensate for variations in the 
valve linkage, thereby helping to provide quieter engine 
operation and proper seating of valves. Valve clearance 
adjustments are not required. Free-rotating valves help 
minimize carbon deposits to help maintain full engine 
compression. The “in-head” exhaust valve seats are in- 
duction hardened for long service life.

AND PISTONS 


The combustion chambers are cast in the head and piston 
crown. They are designed to help induce turbulence of 
the fuel and air mixture, providing more complete com- 
bustion and lower spark voltage requirements.

The 2.5 liter 4-cylinder is equipped with a Vara-Jet Car- 
buretor. It has a staged, two-barrel design which provides 
for excellent fuel economy as only the primary barrel is 
needed for most driving conditions.

It has an electric automatic choke that adapts to varying 
temperatures to provide the proper fuel and air mix in 
any kind of weather. An electric heating element is used 
for choke operation. 


A new fuel feedback system has been introduced on 
49-State Spirit and Concord models with automatic 
transmission and California Spirit and Concord models 
with manual or automatic transmission. This system con- 
tinuously monitors the exhaust gases to provide for 
precise adjustments to the fuel mixture for improved 
driveability and fuel economy. 


The 4.2 liter 6-cylinder engine uses a two-venturi, down- 
draft carburetor. The automatic choke is electrically 
heated to adapt to various temperatures for faster starts in 
all kinds of weather. It too has a replaceable pleated- 
paper fuel filter to prevent dirt from entering the car- 
buretor. 
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INTRODUCTION 


All 1982 AMC vehicles have an electronic ignition system 
as standard equipment. Two types are used; a High 
Energy Integral System for the 2.5 liter 4-cylinder engine 
and a Solid-State Ignition System for the 6-cylinder 
engine. 


HIGH ENERGY 
IGNITION SYSTEM 


The High Energy Ignition System consists of the battery, 
the distributor with integral electronic module, the igni- 
tion switch, the spark plugs and the primary and second- 
ary wiring. 
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The distributor combines the electronic control unit, pick- 
up coil, trigger wheel and the timing advance mechanism 
into one assembly. 


This system functions essentially the same as a conven- 
tional ignition system, except that the electronic module 
and pick-up coil assembly replace the contact points. 
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SOLID-STATE 
IGNITION SYSTEM 


The Solid-State Ignition System consists of an ignition 
switch, electronic ignition control unit, ignition coil, 
primary resistance wire and bypass, distributor, secon- 
dary wires, spark plugs and battery. 


A pick-up coil assembly and trigger wheel, which are 
combined in the distributor body, replace the cam and 
breaker points of earlier ignition systems. 
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BENEFITS OF ELECTRONIC 
IGNITION SYSTEMS 


Electronic ignition eliminates many of the wear-out and 
adjustment problems that plagued conventional ignition 
systems. In addition, it offers the following advantages 
and benefits: 


¢ Has exceptionally long life with longer intervals be- 
tween tune-ups. 


e Is easy to troubleshoot and service. 
¢ Has no points to erode or require service. 
¢ Condenser has been eliminated. 


* Controls ignition timing and dwell very accurately, 
resulting in maximum exhaust emission control with 
minimum ignition system service. 


¢ Delivers extremely accurate firing from cylinder to 
cylinder. 


¢ Provides fast, sure starts in all kinds of weather. 
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INTRODUCTION 


In order to conform with the Federal and State regula- 
tions that have been established to control the emissions 
level on new motor vehicles, all 1982 AMC vehicles are 
equipped with a number of emission control systems. 


To assure the continued performance of these systems, 
owners must be certain to have the vehicle serviced in ac- 
cordance with the maintenance guidelines and intervals 
set forth in the 1982 AMC Maintenance Schedule. 
Owners are also advised that all AMC vehicles require the 
use of unleaded fuel to protect the catalytic converter 
from becoming ineffective. 


CATALYTIC CONVERTERS 


Most 1982 AMC vehicles are equipped with a catalytic 
converter. This converter is located in the exhaust system 
between the engine and the muffler and is designed to 
convert carbon monoxide and hydrocarbons into 
harmless carbon dioxide and water vapor. 


Many catalytic converters are filled with small alumina 
beads which are coated with a platinum mixture which 
act as the catalyst. Under normal use and service, the 
converter will last the life of the vehicle. 


If the catalytic converter is damaged through the use of 
leaded fuels, it may be necessary to replace the coated 
beads or the converter. The cost to replace these beads or 
converter will be the responsibility of the owner. 











CATALYTIC 
CONVERTER 


It is important for owners to understand that an improper- 
ly tuned engine can cause the converter to overheat 
which could lead to damage to the vehicle. The warning 
signs to look for include an unusual pungent odor or 
smoke coming from under the vehicle. Either sign in- 
dicates that the vehicle may be out of tune and requires 
immediate service. 


Owners should also be careful where they drive or park 
the vehicle. Catalytic converter temperatures can get ex- 
tremely high, and under certain conditions, combustible 
materials such as dry grass, leaves or brush could ignite. 


AIR INJECTION SYSTEM 


This system uses an air pump which is driven by the 
engine to inject filtered air into the exhaust manifold ex- 
haust ports. The purpose of this system is to promote the 
oxidation of hydrocarbons and carbon monoxide. No 
maintenance of the Air Injection System is required. 
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EXHAUST GAS 
RECIRCULATION SYSTEM 


This system is designed to recirculate a portion of the ex- 
haust gases back into the engine cylinders for additional 
burning. By reburning these gases, there is a significant 
reduction in oxides of nitrogen. 


One of the key components of the system is the Exhaust 
Gas Recirculation (EGR) Valve which controls the flow of 
exhaust gases. Under normal use, maintenance of this 
EGR valve is not required. 
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THERMOSTATICALLY 
CONTROLLED AIR CLEANER 
SYSTEM 


This system uses a thermo-sensor in the air cleaner to 
regulate the temperature of the air entering the air cleaner 
for improved vaporization of the air-fuel mixture. It pro- 
vides for optimum carburetor performance and improves 
cold-weather starting. Other benefits include improved 
fuel economy, and reduction of hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions. 
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POSITIVE CRANKCASE 
VENTILATION SYSTEM 


This system is designed to recirculate crankcase fumes 
back into the engine to eliminate the emission of the 
fumes into the atmosphere. On 6-cylinder engines, the 
system requires the periodic cleaning of the urethane 
filter inside the small plastic container located within the 
air cleaner housing. On all engines, the replacement of 
the PCV valve is required at regular intervals.

five (5) years from the date of first use or 50,000 miles, 
whichever comes first. Failures other than those resulting 
from defects in materials or workmanship, including 
those which arise as a result of owner abuse and/or lack 
of proper maintenance, are not covered by this warranty.

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INTRODUCTION 


Beginning early in the 1982 model year, the standard 
transmission on all 1982 AMC automobiles is a new light- 
weight 4-speed manual transmission built by the Borg- 
Warner Corporation to meet AMC design specifications. 
For improved economy, there’s a new 5-speed transmis- 
sion with overdrive, also built by Borg-Warner. 








An automatic transmission is available as an option on all 
models. New for 1982 models is a wide-ratio automatic 
transmission for 6-cylinder engines. 


4-SPEED MANUAL 
TRANSMISSION 


A fully synchronized gearset gives the AMC 4-speed 
manual transmission smooth operating performance, 
while close ratios provide sporty shifting characteristics. 
Gears are “helical” cut to provide quiet operation and 
prolonged life. 


The transmission case, extension housing and top cover 
are made of die-cast aluminum to provide a significant 
weight advantage over many cast-iron manual transmis- 
sions used in competitive vehicles. 





5-SPEED MANUAL

The new optional 5-speed manual transmission is 
available for vehicles equipped with 4-cylinder or 
6-cylinder engines.

With a lock-up torque converter, a clutch within the con- 
verter engages automatically when the output shaft 
reaches approximately 1100 rpm (40 mph). 


When the transmission is operating in any forward gear 
except direct drive, the torque converter transfers power 
from the engine crankshaft to the transmission input shaft 
in the normal manner. 


When the transmission shifts into direct drive (above 40 
mph), line pressure is directed between the turbine and 
the lock-up clutch apply piston, relieving torque con- 
verter oil pressure through the input shaft. The pressure 
forces the piston away from the turbine until the face of 
the piston contacts the friction surface that is bonded to 
the torque converter cover.

To isolate the body from the road noise and vibration, the 
front of the rear leaf springs are attached to the body with 
special dual-rate rubber bushings. These also help 
eliminate clutch chatter on models equipped with manual 
transmission. The rear shock absorbers also employ a 
revised bayonet-type mounting to also help eliminate 
road noise entering the passenger compartment. 


Optional air adjustable shock absorbers available on Con- 
cord and Eagle, offer an automatic load leveling system, 
utilizing an on-board compressor to maintain the rear 
height of the vehicle, regardless of cargo load.

EAGLE SUSPENSION AND 
CHASSIS 


All AMC Eagle models also utilize an independent front 
suspension system. It is the only production American 
4-wheel drive vehicle with this feature. 


The Eagle’s front drive system has a central differential 
with short, articulated half shafts on either side. The front 
driveshaft and differential are offset to the left (looking 
from rear to front) and the axle tube extends to the right. 
The half shafts have an enclosed constant velocity (CV) 
joint on each end. 


Each front wheel is mounted on a steering knuckle 
located between the upper and lower control arms. A coil 
spring mounted between the body structure and the up- 
per control arm provides suspension for the assembly. 
The telescopic shock absorbers contain unique valving to 
accommodate the front drive mechanism. A large front 
stabilizer bar is standard equipment 


The front springs used on Eagle have a slightly higher rate 
than those of conventional 2-wheel drive vehicles to pro- 
vide more positive ride and handling characteristics.

INTRODUCTION 


All 1982 AMC automobiles are equipped with fiberglass- 
belted radial tires as standard equipment. Steel belted 
radial tires are offered as an extra-cost option. 


RADIAL TIRE CONSTRUCTION 


Radial tires usually have two to three plies. The major dif- 
ference in construction from bias-ply tires is that the cords 
of radial tires, in each ply, run perpendicular to the center 
line of the tire. Extra “belts” are always added along the 
circumference of the tire. These belts are made with 
fiberglass or steel strands. Steel belted tires offer extra 
resistance to structural damage and punctures.

Many automotive experts consider radial tires to be the 
safest, best handling, most economical and _ longest 
lasting tires available.

INTRODUCTION 


All 1982 AMC vehicles are equipped with hydraulic- 
activated, single-piston floating caliper front disc brakes 
and self-energizing rear drum brakes with an automatic 
adjustment feature. New for 1982 models is a low drag 
front disc brake feature that reduces rolling resistance for 
improved fuel economy. This improvement is the result 
of increasing the clearance between the brake pad and 
the rotor. 


HYDRAULIC BRAKE SYSTEM 


The hydraulic brake system consists of a master cylinder, 
activated by the driver’s foot which in turn directs 
hydraulic fluid to the wheel cylinders that finally push the 
brake shoes or caliper pads against the brake drums in the 
rear and brake rotors in the front to stop the vehicle. 


All vehicles feature self-adjusting servo-type brakes with a 
split master cylinder. In this Double-Safety brake system, 
the hydraulic system for the front brakes is completely 
separate from the rear brakes. In the event of hydraulic 
brake failure in the front system, the rear hydraulic brakes 
still operate. If a failure occurs in the rear brakes, the front 
brakes will still operate.

The combination valve in the brake lines delays full 
hydraulic fluid pressure to the rear brakes to help balance 
front and rear braking action for safe, controlled braking 
with less chance of rear brake “locking.” 
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For added safety, a brake failure warning light in the in- 
strument cluster of all models senses any pressure dif- 
ferential between the front and rear brake hydraulic 
systems and signals the driver of a malfunction. 


FRONT DISC BRAKES 


All vehicles are equipped with single-piston floating 
caliper front disc brakes having ventilated rotors to 
facilitate the dissipation of braking heat. The caliper, 
which contains the single piston, straddles the brake rotor 
disc and is free to slide laterally. Brake pads are located in 
the caliper, one on each side of brake rotor.

When hydraulic pressure is applied to the caliper piston 
for braking, the piston moves outward to press the in- 
board pad against the rotor disc. When initial contact is 
made, the caliper slides laterally until the outboard pad 
also bears against the disc. Because the caliper 
automatically centers itself over the disc during brake ap- 
plication, braking pressure is applied equally to both pads 
to minimize the possibility of localized heat build-up that 
could lead to brake fade or other problems. A self- 
adjusting feature inherent in the design maintains proper 
pad-to-rotor clearance as the pads wear. 
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REAR DRUM BRAKES 


AMC vehicles are equipped with self-energizing rear 
drum brakes having an automatic adjustment feature. 
When the brakes are applied and the brake shoes contact 
the rotating drum, they tend to rotate with it. This 
“wrapping-up” effect tends to further expand the shoes, 
increasing braking action. 


The adjuster mechanism functions when the brakes are 
applied while backing up to adjust the lining-to-drum 
clearance in small increments only when needed. 





POWER BRAKES 


In the power brake system, vacuum from the intake 
manifold is trapped in the brake power unit when the 
engine is running and brakes are released. When the 
brakes are applied, atmospheric pressure is admitted to 
the power unit to increase the pressure on the hydraulic 
system in proportion to the pressure on the brake pedal. 
This brings about more effective and controlled braking 
with little pedal effort. Power brakes have a vacuum 
reserve that provide two to three assisted brake applica- 
tions if the engine stops. 





PARKING BRAKES 


Parking brakes on all models are operated by a foot pedal 
and hand release lever, and operate on the rear service 
brakes. 


A parking brake warning light, standard for all models, 
helps to prevent unnecessary lining wear by indicating 
when the parking brake is engaged. The bright red light 
indicates when the parking brake pedal is depressed and 
the ignition is on. 
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TRAILER 
TOWING 








INTRODUCTION 


AMC offers a factory-installed, light-duty trailer towing 
package to add a trailer towing capability to the 1982 
Concord. For Eagle 2-door sedan, 4-door sedan and 
4-door wagon, there’s a light-duty and a medium-duty 
package available. Owners who desire a trailer towing 
capability should be advised to carefully follow the infor- 
mation contained in the Owner’s Manual and this 
publication to be certain that their AMC automobile will 
be properly equipped to meet the towing requirements 
that will be placed upon it. 


DETERMINING TOWING 
REQUIREMENTS 


The key factors for determining the correct trailer hitch 
and recommended equipment are the maximum gross 
weight of the trailer and the tongue or hitch weight. The 
maximum gross weight is the weight of the trailer and its 
contents when fully loaded. This information should be 
available from the owner’s trailer literature, or it can be 
established by weighing the trailer at a commercial 
weighing station. These stations are usually listed in the 
yellow pages of the telephone directory. 





The tongue weight is that part of the trailer’s weight which 
must be supported by the suspension system of the 
automobile. With a properly designed and loaded trailer, 
the tongue weight is normally equal to approximately 
10% of the loaded weight of the trailer. 
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It is also important to remember that when a vehicle is 
used for towing, the full-load capacity weight of the vehi- 
cle should never be exceeded. This weight is defined as 
the maximum weight that the vehicle can safely carry 
when towing a trailer. The full-load capacity is computed 
as the sum total of the weight of all passengers and cargo 
plus the tongue weight of the trailer. Refer to the Vehicles 
Load Capacities chart on the following page for the full- 
load capacity weight of each AMC model. 


SELECTING THE CORRECT 
TRAILER HITCH 


The trailer hitch is the point at which both the horizontal 
(pulling) and vertical (tongue) weights are concentrated. 
A bumper-mounted hitch can normally be used for light 
duty trailer towing or trailers with a gross weight of up to 
2000 pounds. However, if the vehicle is equipped with a 
four-cylinder engine, AMC recommends that the trailer 
gross weight be limited to 1000 pounds. 


For trailers that weigh up to 3500 pounds, an equalizing, 
or weight-distributing hitch is required. This hitch includes 
a spring-bar arrangement that distributes the vertical 
trailer tongue load to all four wheels of the automobile 
and automatically counteracts rear-end sag. 


TRAILER LIGHTING 
AND ELECTRICAL 


The standard alternator and voltage regulator will ade- 
quately meet the additional load requirements of the 
trailer’s taillamps, stoplamps and turn signals. A special 
wiring harness used to connect the tail, stop and turn 
signal lamps of the AMC vehicle’s system to that of the 
trailers system is included with the factory installed trailer 
towing packages. 
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AUTOMATIC TRANSMISSION 
COOLING 


An automatic transmission is recommended for any AMC 
automobile that will be used to tow a trailer that has a 
gross weight in excess of 1000 pounds. For trailers 
weighing in excess of 2000 pounds, a special automatic 
transmission auxiliary oil cooler is provided in the AMC 
medium duty trailer towing package to minimize the 
possibility of transmission heat buildup when towing takes 
place in hot climates or over hilly terrain. 


OTHER EQUIPMENT 
CONSIDERATIONS 


There are a number of other equipment recommenda- 
tions that should be followed when an AMC automobile 
is intended for trailer towing usage. These recommenda- 
tions should be closely followed to be certain that the 
capabilities of the vehicle will not be exceeded. 


WARRANTY AND 
MAINTENANCE 
REQUIREMENTS 


The 1982 AMC New Automobile Warranty also applies 
to vehicles used for towing trailers. To maintain 
coverage, however, owners should be cautioned to 
follow the requirements and recommendations in the 
Owner's Manual and the Maintenance Schedule con- 
cerning cars used in trailer towing.

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INTRODUCTION 


The safety features built into an AMC vehicle can 
generally be divided into one of two categories; active or 
passive. Active safety systems such as brakes, steering 
and tires are designed to help prevent accidents from oc- 
curring. Passive systems which include body design, seat 
belts and door locks are designed to prevent or to 
minimize injury in the event that an accident occurs. 


ACTIVE SAFETY SYSTEMS

The device that allows AMC’s recoverable bumper to per- 
form its function consists of two heavy gauge steel 
cylinders, one telescoping into the other. The front 
chamber attaches to the car’s bumper, the rear to the 
car’s understructure.
